Tho ttitit intimation of tlio faibiro was re- 


ceived at 10:.'JU o'clock, when tho First Xa- 
tional bunk ontercd lip judgment in tho su- 
perior court against tho house Tor SOfi.&.'i.TG. 
Previous to tills, it is claimed, an assignment I 
ivos made by tho firm, and H. J. McFar- 
land, a partner in tho firm of M. D. "Wells 
S: Co., tho wholesale boot and slice dealers, 
was nninod as assignee and placed in charge of 
Llio immense stores at tho corner of \Vubush 
avenue and Adams street 


It is a disputed question whether judgment 


was rendered or tbu assignment made first. 
However, when Deputy Shoriir Nickerson 
and Mr. Peckham, tho bank's attorney, 
reached thu premises tho following notice, 
printed in bold-faced type, wns postod con- 
spicuously at all the entrances: ''Closed by 
order of H. J. McFarland, assignee." 


When tho assignee took charge tlio store 


was crowded with lady customers, and there 
\vns .some excitement among thorn when thu 
swinging doors were doubled locked and they 
imagined tlioy were penned in, 
Tho clerks 


were ordered to soil no more goods and tho 
customers wore instructed to pass out tiio 
rear entrance, which thoy did after awhile, 
being followed by most of tho employes, to 
whom the news of the failure, had been a 
ihock of tho most stai-tling nature. By l;';IX 
3'dock only the members of the flrm, tho con- 
fidential dorks, the assignee, and tbo deputy 
jherifC remained in the store. 


In 1883, whon Gago Bros. & Co. dissolved, 


Mr, A. S. Gago formod a now copartnership 
with his uncle, Ji. J3. Ciigo. a man of wealth, 
engaged then in mining enterprises, wlio put 
in SIOO.OOO as a general pnrtnor, and Mnrlin 
Ryci'SOn, tho woll-known capitalist and the 
owner of the building, as a special partner. 
Thu hitter put ?100,000 i:ito the concern 
for four of five- years. Mr, A. S. Gugo put 
in .^oOU,UlH), making a total capital of SoiM),- 
300. Thu house moved to its present quar- 
ters and extended its business by adding 
lancy dry goods and cloaks, at the sami) 
timo carrying increased stocks in their former 
5e|Kirtmonts. They were under heavy expense, 
and tho business thoy did increased greatly 
Dvor that of former 3'oars. Still, considi;ring 
Lhe increase o( rontnl, it was not an incronxo 
to jirofU, and the firm fell beliind in its pay- 
ments. In December, ISSo, the firm sold its 
wholesale stock oC drj- goods, notions, etc., 
to James H. Walker & Co., and it is said that 
in that hoavy sale thoro was a heavy sacrillco 
which was provod to bo a continued burden 
on tho resources oH tho houao over since, Mr. 
Gage at once opened tho two first floors 
Df tho establishment to conduct a largo retail 
business in dry goods, millinery, notions, etc,, 
appealing to what la known in the trado as 
tho medium and better class oC retail pur- 
chasers. Thoy woro successful as far as at- 
tracting customers is concerned. 


It is conceded on all hands that tbo retail 


business of A. S. Gage AS Co. was in a nour- 
ishing condition, and had it not boon for tho 
previous cntanglomonla of tho wholesale on- 
Uirprlso there Is no doubt but it would have 
provod all and more of tho success which Mr. 
Gage anticipated. 


None of tho firm could bo seen and no state- 


•nent lias been made, but tho failure will not 
olfeet business horo, tho disaster being purely 
in individual misfortune. 


'*It is a big faUuro," said Mr. Lyman J. 


Sago, vice president of tho First National 
bank, "amounting to $850,000 or 8000,000. 
The assets are nominally equal to that, as it 
is very good stock. Tho concorn was organ- 
ized about four yenrsago a.s a special partner- 
ship, the contributions to which woro A. S. 
Gage, $300,000; E. E. Gago, $100,000, and 
Martin Ryerson, tho owner o£ tho building, 
f 100,000. It was a voluntary assignment in 
tho interest ot tho creditors, most of whom 
aro eastern parties."

It Is not actually, per- 


haps, strangk-d, but it is refused attention, 
medicine and nourishment, and thus is assas- 
sinated as certainly as if the work wei'O dono 
with a knifo. Whether or not a newly-born 
child sbould bo nourished and cared for or ul- 
lowed to die depends wholly on its 
condition. The question is purely ono of dol- 
lars and cents; if tho child is ailing, it will 
not pay to rear it; it can not bo of ossfetanca 
when it grows up, and its maintenance] will 
be a useless expense. 


Thoro is a suggestion of Spnrtiinism in this 


disposal of weakly infants, but it is based on 
a different motive. Tho ancients slow f n ordor 
to strengthen tho race; these people destroy to 
save tho expanse of medicine, to prevent tlw 
support of ailing children, and to secure* 
.strong assiKtiints in tbo future work of money 
getting. There aro people who will conclude 
that tho moro tUIs class destroys its young i he 
better for society arid civilization, yovcrtho- 
less, tho existence of tho practice of allowing 
tbo ailing to die simply to rvvoid U:o trouble 
and cxpenso of caring for them Is hrutnl, do- 
grading and a sciuidal to tho community in 
which it haa existence.—Chicago Times.

There are now 
50,047,000 acres o£ land in tho United States 
owned by twenty-nine foreign landlords and 
foreign syndicates. Tho amount of land thus 
owned is as largo as Ireland. Indeed, ono 
Irish landlord is said to draw $-100,000 annual 
income in rocl: rents from his estate in 
Illinois. Ono English gentleman in London 
owns 700,000 acres o[ American land. The 
census of 1SSO showed that there were 1,02-1- 
001 tenant farmers in the United States. 
That number tnust have increased consider- 
ably in six years, and at the present timo our 
American "peasantry" probably outnnmbei-s 
that of Great Britain and Ireland combined. 
At any rate there are in Ireland to-day only 
547,22*3 
tenant holdings; in England and

Dry, low-lying positions aro safer than 


such as aro clevatod and exposed. The c-lcso 
neighborhood of water coui-ses should always 
be avoided. It is bottor to lio ilat upon tho 
ground than it is to stand or sit. If shelter 
is near tho individual should get at once com- 
pletely under covei\ To stand under tho Ico 
of a house, wall, haystack or thicket ol trees 
is more dangerous than to remain altogether 
exposed in tho open. The inside of a barn or 
outhouse, well away from tho walls, is com- 
paratively safe. A distance Of two or three 
yards away from the trunks or branches of 
trees is a comparatively safe position; but to 
lean against tho trunk of a tree during the 
prevalence of a thunderstorm is e.--pecially 
dangerous. In tho interior o£ a. house not 
adequately protected by a lightning con- 
ductor it is best to keep to the lower rooms 
during a thunder storm, to remain, as far ns 
it is practicable, in tho middle of tho room, 
to avoid objects huug from metal chains, gilt 
frames, iireploces, looking glasses with amal- 
gamated backs, and iron pillars and balus- 
trades.—Boston Budget,
